When the crowd of 40,000 gath­ 
ered at the end of the new H an­ 
nibal bridge on July 3. 1860, my 
mother, then a child 7 years old, 
was among those present. As long 
as she lived she remembered the 
great crowds, the noise, the music 
anci the brightly colored balloons 
which floated overhead.

My 
grandfather, Leroy Curry, was a 
stone-mason whose trade gave him

Little From the Stores 
The grocery store as we know 
it today was 
practically 
non­ 
existent. There were various cross­ 
roads stores whose stock consisted 
of staple commodities produced in 
other parts ot the country. Towns 
such as Harlem might offer more 
variety, but most of the food serv ­ 
ed on Clay County tables in the 
njneteenth century came from the 
farm itself. 
All bread was baked at home 
— light bread, biscuits often leaven­ 
ed with soda or a m ixture contain­ 
ing cream ol tartar, and corn bread 
in many forms. When my m other 
was very small general cooking was 
done over an open fireplace and 
the baking by Dutch oven. 
Cabbages, turnips, parsnips, 
rots, beans and potatoes were

A keg of kraut 
was made each fall and no doubt 
supplied m any of the
